There are several substitutes for glass 


in use in .Germany/the chief among 
them .being tectorinm, fensterpappe and 
hornglas. Teotorituh. consists of a gal- 
vanized iron web covered with a gelat- 
inous substance aiid is translaoent, bat 
not transpaient. It is described as a 
substance that ban be bent \vithoa6 be- 
ing broken and is both tbagh'and flexi- 
ble. It is said not to bo softened by: the 
rays of the snn,. is nonsolnble, arid is 
not afleoteiJ by savere oold. It is a poor 
.conductor of heat and is Veil adapted 
for roofs on account of .its extreme light- 
ness.

original yellowish color in time and be- 
comes harder and more durable. One 
advantage is that it oaii be easily re- 
paired injcase it is qnt.'.dpes not' break 
and is well.adapted for factory windows 
and skylights for 'hothouses, market 
halls, verandas, transportable buildings 
and for roofing.

For ordinary hotbeds and forcing 


'housfls, such as are used by most florists 
and market gardeners,-there,is another 
and cheaper substitute for glass in the 
so called ferisfcerpappe, which'is a tough, 
strong manilla : paper, that may be 
stretched on large sashes or frames and 
saturated by painting the exposed sur- 
face with boiled linseed oil until it be- 
comes translucent and impervious to 
water. Light wooden frames, 40 inches 
in width, and of anydesired'length, are 
provided and covered with the paper, 
which is fastened by nailing at the 
edges and then painted with ordinary 
boiled linseed oil until the paper is so 
saturated that the last coat of oil forms 
a smooth, glistening surface, like"" var- 
nish. As soon as diy the frame is ready 
for use. It admits sufficient light for 
growing plants, does not require to be 
shaded in hot sunshine, is-light, dur- 
able, secure against breakage by hail or 
ordinary accident, and, taking every- 
thing into account, is said to be about 
100 times cheaper than glass. It is 
largely used by florists and market gar- 
deners in the district of Frankfort, and 
their general verdict is strongly in its 
favor, although for handsome conserva- 
tories, skylights, etc., it possesses less 
durability and none of the neatness and 
elegance of tectorium. . 


Finally, there is a new product, called 


hornglas, whioh-ljas been recently pat- 
ented and pla'eed on the German market. 
Hornglas resembles tectorinm in appear- 
ance, with the difference that it is thin- 
ner, and consequently lighter in weight, 
and the insoluble gelatin with which 
the wiro gauze is covered is whiter and 
more nearly transparent than tectorium. 
JaWhongh it uiny be"colored red, green, 
bTno or any other tint that may bo de- 
sired for special purposes. It is manu- 
factured in two qualities, one being of 
heavier wiro and with larger meshos 
than the other. The special advantage 
claimed for hornglaa.ia that i_t does not 
soften under snu heat nccl is therefore 
adapted to use in any climate without 
tho danger of becoming so Koft; and ad- 
hesive .as to retain dust and dirt. Its 
uses and goiiera! characteristics are'sim- 
ilar to-ihoTO of tsctorinrn.—St. Louis 
Globe-Dercocral:-.

h is safe to conjecture that the re- 


sults of the- labors of the Venezuelan 
arbitration tribunal, which has just 
been orsanized, will give signal evi- 
dciu-es of tbe benefits and the possibili- 
ties of arbitration. Tbe signing of tho 
Venezuelan treaty ought to /jive uri in- 
spiration to some of i.lio Senators ivhd 
are blocking the general plan for a five 
years' tribunal of arbitration between 
this country and Great Britain. 


The men appointed to consider the 


merits of the Venezuelan treaty are all 
jurists of repute and experience. Jus- 
tices Brewer and Fuller are versed in 
international law, and the high stand- 
ing of the Supreme Court abroad, as 
well as the personal attributes of tho 
American arbiters themselves, must 
iraks them generally acceptable. Lord 
Heraehell and -Sir Richard Henn 
Collins, both members of the English 
Supreme Court of Adjuticature, hare 
dealt with legal problems ever since 
. leaving thoir college, and public opinion 
here cannot'but approve of their selec- 
tion so far as fltness and ability are 
concerned. 


These four men and 'the fifth arbiter, 


who'is to be selected by them, cannot 
afford to lend their approval to a one- 
sided or unjust verdict, even did na- 
tional pride prompt any one of them 
to do so. As the fifth arbiter will be 


especially by Gorbam, Chandler and 
Oailton. No vote was taken,, bat there 
was a general acquiescence that it 
would be best to allow the bill to go 
over until the next Congress, when, it 
was suggested, the evils complained of 
would be remedied by a general amend- 
ment to the Interstate 'commerce law, 
At tbe meeting of the committee next 
Wednesday tho bill may be taken up 
again.
